Mere dependency 
reasoning for the remainder of the newly added claims does not constitute a specific 
distinction over prior art as any new amendment, no matter how ridiculous or farcical, 
with no relevance to prior art introduced, could be introduced by mere dependency. A 
general allegation that that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentability distinguished them from the 
references does not comply with the requirements of this section (37 C.F.R 1.111 (b).
